LOD AIRPORT. — The usefulness 
of Dr. Jarring's miasion is 
definitely not at an end, Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said here yes- 
terday morning, as he returned 
from his visit to North and South 
America and Great Britain.

Eban said Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Rogers had accentuated the 
common ground between the U.S. 
and Isreel rather than their dif- 
ferences. Mr. Eban also expressed 
his pleasure eat being given the 
opportunity to relay to the Amer- 
ican Government Israel's views. 

The Minister was especially re- 
ticent on the subject of a possible 
partial settlement, which would in- 
clude the Suez Canal. At first, he 
answered with a “No comment.” 
When pressed, he said, “There has 
been a lot of talk on this subject, 
and therefore, I have decided not 
to add any more words to it.”

Riad lauds. French stand 
after talk with Pompidou

PARIS. — Egypt's Foreign Minister Mahmoud Riad handed President 
Georges Pompidou a message from President Anwar Sadat during a 
55-minute meeting at the Elysée Palace here yesterday. 


As he left the palace, Mr.- Riad 
said: “I thanked M. Pompidou for 
France's stand in support of justice 
and of a fair peace settlement in 
the Middle East.” 

Asked by a reporter what would 
happen if Israel stood firm on its 
refusal to withdraw, Mr. Ried re- 
plied: “For the first time in the his- 
tory of the U.N. a country would be 
officially apnouncing that it annexes 
the territory of another member 
country. If the U.N. went along, it 
would then become just a big coffee 
shop.” The Foreign Mir ister added 
that Egypt was ready to sign a 
peace treaty with Luaci i. ihe 
framework of a general Middle East 
settlement. 

Observers said after the meeting 
that President Sadat's message could 
have contained anything ranging 
from an appeal for Big Four pres- 
sure on Israel to a threat that 
Egypt will soon reopen hostilities 
along the Suez Canal. 

According to diplomatic sources 
here, messages similar to the one 
delivered by Mr. Riad to President 
Pompidou wil be presented by 
Egyptian ambassadors in the 
world’s principal capitals. 

The messages were drafted after 
@ three-day session here between Mr. 
Riad and a score of Egyptian en- 
voys, including Ashraf Ghorbal, 
Charge d'Affaires in Washington, 
and Mohammed Hassan Zayyat, 
Egypt's representative at the U.N. 

Mr. Zayyat is scheduled to accom- 
pany Mr. Riad when he leaves Paris 
for Cairo today. On his journey 
home, the Foreign Minister plans 
to make stops in Athens and Tehe- 
ran. 

The highlight of his stay here 
was a surprise meeting with U.N. 
mediator Gunnar Jarring on Mon- 
day, a few hours after conferring 
with French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Schumann at the Qual d’Orsay. 

Diplomatic sources here say Dr. 
Jarring proposed to Mr. Riad that 
Egypt should publicly approve nego- 
tiations with Israel which would be 
conducted im the same Manner 85 
the Rhodes talks in 1949, when a 
U.N. middle-man acted as a [ἰδίου 
officer between the two parties. Mr. 
Riad suggested that Egypt would 
agree to reopen the Suez Sanal to 
all foreign shipping. including Is- 
raeli vessels.

Four — el-Turrah, el-Mekeifieh, Dier 
el-Khaf and el-Burj — were near 
Ramtha, while the fifth — Sama 
el-Sumud — wag shelled from the 
Syrian village of al-Massalyah. 

The agency said that an ‘“infan- 
try force’ also advanced into Sama 
el-Sudud, but that it was “driven 
back into Syrian territory dy post 
members and members of the Peo- 
ple's Resistance Army” in the vil- 
lage. It did not indicate the iden- 
tity of the force, 

Until last night, the situation 
seemed calmer in Amman. Fatah re- 
ported clashes in the city in which 
three persons were killed, but the 
Interior Ministry said only that 
the gangs had fired shots into the 
air in an attempt to get merchants 
to close their shops, and ‘had tried 
to get students in some eastern 
parts of town to stay away from 
school. It also dismissed terrorist 
claims that 500 persons had been 
killed in the fighting. 

A Jordanian military spokesman 
sald the terrorists had blown up a 
culvert on the main road north of 
Deir, and another between Karameh 
and the al-Masri crossroads, on 
‘Wednesday night.

rently in anticipation of more fight- 
ing. 

ARAB ENVOYS SUMMONED 

Jordanian Foreign Minister Ab- 
dullah Salah yesterday summoned 
the envoys of ten Arab states in 
Amman to stress the need for sn 
over-all Arab review of the situa- 
tion in the area “in the aftermath 
of the deadlock in the Jarring mis- 
sion.” Amman Radio quoted him 
as saying that Jordan was prepared 
to consolidate fts position with “the 
true commando action," under the 
agreements resolved by a previous 
Arab summit, 

Amman Radio yesterday indicated 
that Jordan would not yield too 
much to the terrorists. In e broad- 
cast, it said that “Jordan will not 
bow,” and that the sovereignty of 
the state can only be impaired “over 
our dead bodies.” The radio said 
that Jordan is not excited over the 
Arab reaction to the massacre claims 
of the terrorists, who were branded 
as “liars and killers.”

‘Soviets need U.S. help te attain victory’

WASHINGTON. “The Sowets 
have great need’ to gain some vic- 
tory over Isrser.in orger iv ουῶ- 
vince the Arabs of the value of 
their protection. For this, they 
must persuade the U.S. to provide 
them with one — a task that is 
not as difficult as it ought to be.” 
This was the theme of testimony 
given by Bernard Lewis, professor 
of Middle East History at the Uni- 
versity of London, at a recent 
closed-door hearing of the Senate 
subcommittee on Natlonal Security. 
The testimony was released for 
publication today by the subcom- 


mittee chairman, Democrat Henry 
Jackson of Washington. 

Prof. Lewis said that Russian 
policy in the event that the situa- 
tion in the Middle East “could sud- 
denly get out of control and esca- 
late to the point of war" depends 
largely on how the Soviets assess 
the U.S. He said: 

“Russian observers, seeing the 
Highly publicized agony of the U.5., 
appear to have assumed that the 
U.S. was falling apart and ceasing 
to be a real power capable of 
pursuing any kind of foreign policy 
in the Middle East or elsewhere. 
This assumption was reflected in 
the brazen and contemptuous vio- 


lation of the standstill agreement 
from the very day of its signature, 
and received apparent confirma- 
tion In. the agitated attempts by 
some Washington spokesmen to 
look the other way.” , 

‘Prof. Lewis went-on to comment 
thet, “df.. they (the Soviets) de- 
cide that American firmness is 8 
flash in the pan and will vanish 
within the next year or two, they 
will maintain a hard line and pursue 
it as far they judge it to be 
safe. Given the necessary acquies- 
eencey this could be very far in- 
deed”.

rate to give industry its second 
expansionist boost in two. days. 
Throughout the business world, 
news of the cut was seen as a Gov- 
ernment signal to forge ahead with 
Jong-delayed plans for getting the 
stagnant economy moving again. 
The Government sterted taking 
off the brake to let industry go 
from inflation to reflation on Tues- 
day, when it removed some of the 
crippling taxes which kept over- 
heads high and encouraged inflation. 
The master plan was that by 
easing this load at the top, prices 
of goods would stay stable, demand 
would be stimulated, factories which 
have been idle would be 


busy again and the threat of Im. κα 


unemployed by the end of the year 
would be removed. 

Appreciating that expansion 
has to be paid for, the Govern- 
ment at the same time authorised 
banks to step up their lending to 
industry. 

Manufacturers will now be able 
to borrow this money at cheaper 
rates, saving something like £10,000 
on every £1m. they borrow. 

It is more than three years since 
Britain's key borrowing rate was 
as low as 6 per cent, and that 
lasted only a month until the 
sterling crisis led to devaluation 
and an 8 per cent bank rate. After 
several changes it was fixed a year 
ago at 7 per cent.

About 1,500 tele- 
phone appeals to the White House 
for clemency were also reported. 

Democratic Senator Frank Moss- 
prepared to table a resolution in 
the Senate on Mr. Nixon 
to reduce the sentence passed by 
the longest court martial in U.S.

HELMSTEDT TRANSIT-POINT 
{on the Autobahn). — 
Acmoss the bridge the lone red 
banner, symbol of ‘SMAD (the 
Soviet ‘Military Administration), 
was glued a persistent icy 
drizzle to its candy-striped flagpole. 
‘Near it the jack-booted represen- 
tatives of the East German border 
“Polizel™ marched stiffly up and 
down, slapping the sides of their 
long quilted jackets of a Russian 
cut and the unmistakable Wehr- 
macht-inspired breeches. 

‘Leas than 20 miles to the east, 
at Magdeburg on the Autobahn on 
the River Elbe, the ailies of the 
Second World War had experienced 
one of their greatest — though 
short-lived — moments of triumph, 
a full acale meeting of American 
and Soviet units. (The first official 
U.S.-Soviet contact was made fur- 
ther up the river at a place called 


Torgau. This at 13.30 
hours of April 25, 1945.) 
Megdeburg, by-passed by the Au- 
tobahn, is now closed even to re- 
presentatives of the Western Pow- 
ers (without prior authorization) 
and, needless to say, strictly ver- 
boten to Western travellers, let alon2 
representatives of Zionist-impertal- 
ist-expansionist Israel. 


Odd sort of border 


I was prompted to come by cu- 
Tiosity (I was born there), and per- 
haps also to see a border in re- 
verse by our conceptions — one 
ἐπ which one side (the Bast Ger- 
mans) had taken ali the trouble 
to keep their own people in while 
the others (the West Germans) were 
doing their best to get a good 
many of them out. 

I discovered some old moss-co- 
vered frontier stones, about a me- 
tre high, with neatly rounded edges, 
They all carried the same legend 
— “P” for Prussia — on the East- 
ern side, and “H," Hannover, on 
the West German — dated 1831. 
With a typical respect for authority. 
defunct or surviving, the Saxontan 
farmers had left these stones where 
they were, bedded in the heavy soil. 

Hauptmann (Captain) Kahnert, of 
the West German Border Police, aged 
29, of Hannover, was my ‘host for 
the day — the result of the me- 
diation of the German Press Office 
who, used to all kinds of crazy re- 
quests by foreign correspondents, 
had also acceded to mine, namely 
to be able to join a foot patrol 
of Border Guards. ᾿ 


Always in pairs 

The Captain pointed out two Rus- 
sian Zi trailers with Moscow li- 
cense plates which were drawn up 
alongside the contro] barracks, still 
on the West German side of the 
frontier. 

“They always travel in pairs,” 
he said. “It’s not because they 
don't trust us — they don’t trust 
each other.” 

Only the other week a young 
Bulgarian truck driver had tried 
to remain in the West. He was 
grabbed at the last moment by his 
mates, knocked out (or doped) and 
driven back across the frontier. 

Communist country drivers are 
carefully screened before being per- 
mitted to cross over into West Eu- 
rope. They must be considered 
“ideologically sound,” preferably 
married with families to return to. 
AS an additonal safeguard, they are 
held responsible for each other. The

Soviet Yiddish author cited 


WORDS FAIL ME 
IN JERUSALEM

Words came and choked- 
ly at Beit Hanassi in Jerusalem 
yesterday to a man who for nearly 
three decades had been writing 
poetry of Jewish protest im the 
Soviet Union. He is Joseph Kerler, 
who arrived in Israel a week ago 
with his wife and son, and was 
yesterday a guest of honour at a 
reception at Beit Hanassi (see 
earlier story, poem, and photograph 
on page 12 of The Jerusalem Post 
Week-End Magazine). 

In recent years, his work had been 
published only outside his native 
land. 

After Mr. Meyer W. Welsgal. 
Chairman of the Itdk Manger 
Yiddish Literature Prize Committee, 
had officially announced that Kerler 
would be one of this year’s prize- 
winners, and the President and Mrs. 
Shazar — among others —- had 
spoken of the poet’s writing, Kerler 
responded. He spoke, in Yiddish, of 
the feeling he had “of always writ- 
fing under the eye of the censor, 
yimgh shmo (may his name be 
erased}.” Yet in Russia he had 
always found the words to write, 
and had even succeeded in getting 
his published in the free 
lands, despite the cengor. But here, 
he said, 

“where I walk the blessed free 
ground of Jerusalem, where I 
walk under the aky that over- 
spreads all skies — the sky 
of Jerussiem — words fall me.” 
Be concinded: “Thank you very 


much — thank God —.for honour 
you have bestowed on me, which 
ia honour you ere paying not 
merely to me, but to all of fighting 
Soviet Jewry.” 

The President, in his remarks, 
said that he knows “of no other 
Russian Jewish poet who has ex- 
pressed the throttled cry of Russian 
Jewry in suck a powerful and direct 
manner as Kerler has done.” Mrs. 
Shazar said she had never reed such 
magnificently written Yiddish as 
Kerler's.

year's Manger Prizes, to be awarded 
on April 26 in Tel Aviv, would also 
go to the Israeli prose writer Yehiel 
Hoffer and the American Yiddish 
poet, 1 L Schwartz. 

At a reception preceding this one, 
Mr. Weisgal, as Chairman of the 
Editorial Board and General Editor 
of the Weizmann Letters, presented 
to the President copies of Volume 
II of the Hebrew and Engtish edi- 
tions of the Letters. Mr. Weisgal 
drew attention to the famed letter 
which Weizmann wrote to Theodor 
Herzl in 1902, when he was a 28- 
year-old” lectirer in chemistry at 
Geneva University, describing at first 
hand his two visits to Russia. He 
said that the letter “shows a re- 
markable anelogy with conditions 
in the Soviet Union today.”
